THE LIQUOR 
QUESTION. 


On Monday nest the voters of this city 


will be called upon to determine whether, 
the law of this city shall permit the sale of 
liquor or not; whsthor or not the liquors 
shall bo sold was'probably settled at the 
municipal election last Spring. The liquor 
traffic has attained enormous proportions. 
It is still gaining power. Tho destruction 
that it causes among men and the horrible 
misery that it brings upon innocent wonien 
and chil-lron aro too well known to ueed uny 
rehearsal hero. They aro laughed at by 
men who make money out of the traffic nnd 
by the poor fools who put on inemy into 
their mouths to steal away their brains, but 
the more thoughtful and virtuous have little 
disposition to ocoiT nt tho fanaticism of pro- 
hibitionists. Prohibition uiny or may not 
bo tho right way to chock the evils of 
drunbovinc.'i:i, but the bar rooms of this city 
lire daiiy lu.idin« men young and old to 
wasto thfir uiouo}'. injure thoir health aud 
inflict shame and misery ou thoir families, 
and tho old question 
of "Boss" Tweed is 


staring us iu the fnoo,—*'Wlmt aro you go- 
ing to do about';" 


The question of license or prohibition 


ought to be snbiuited to the people at tho 
time of a municipal election. 
If a city 


government were elected on a prohibitory 
platform there might boa chance for a fair 
trial of the prohibitory law, aa It is, persons 
who belive tho vote on Monday capable of 
materially 
affecting the practical liquor 


question iu thia city havo faith enough to 
move mountains. We had a liceuso law a 
while ago, but persons who sold without 
licenses were uot prosecuted. Since that 
we have had a prohibitory law, but it never 


•- was tested. A few women and other petty 


dealers were prosecuted aud nothing was 
done to preront prominent dealers from 
evading the law by transparsnt subter/uRes. 
Whatever was done was done by the state 
constabulary, whoso invaluable services will 
not hereafter he at our command even if a 
prohibitory law bo passed on Monday. 
Es- 


tablishments that are ejected from Provi- 
dence may settle down in Newport' and cor- 
rupt the boys of this city undisturbed by 
authorities whose duty it may be next week, 
as it has been for u year past, to close every 
bar in the city. 


I.t is to bo hoped, however, that public 


sentiment in favor of tomperauco has so far 
grown within a year or two that whatever 
law may be adopted on Monday may be 
more vigorously enforced than any of its 
predecessors. 


One thing nil voters should bear iu mind. 


The vote is ou tho question of enjoining tho 
city council from granting licenses. "Yes" 
means prohibition, nnd "No" means Hcouse.

Attorney-General Pierrepont sent to the 


President today his opinion in the notorious 
Chorpenning mail-contract case. It is re- 
pqrted that he decides that the resolution of 
February, 1871, repealing the law directing 
the Postmaster-General to adjust Mr. Chor- 
penning's claim, covers the whole case 
and everything that was done under the 
first act previous 
lo the repeal. 
The 


question submitted was a very curious 
one, and there is great division of opinion 
on it among lawyers. 
Congress passed a 


law authorizing tho Postmaster-General to 
adjust this claim, and under this act Mr. 
Crcssr/ell proceeded. The ciiau was exam- 
ined, an award made aud preparations for 
payment begun. Then Mr. Bnwes made n 
furious attack upon it in the House, which 
was followed by the passage of a joint reso- 
lution repealing the former act. The ques- 
tion was whether the repealing 
resolution 


set aside also the award that had already 
been made. The Attorney-General, so re- 
port says, decides that it does, but other 
leading lawyers express grave doubts.
